ROSES 

You  can  grow  Roses  in  Michigan,  to  perfec- 
tion,  especially  where  the  soil  is  a  clay'-loam, 
which,  with  proper  drainage,  is  ideal  for  Roses. 


The  plants  we  send  out  are  Northern-Field-Grown,  budded  on  so-called 
Multiflora  which  makes  a  fibrous  root-system.  A  great  deal  is  to  say  for 
Fall  planting  of  Roses  but  for  those  who  rather  plant  in  the  Spring,  we 
always  pot  up  a  good  many  Roses,  Hybrid  Tea  and  Hybrid  Perpetual,  that 
may  be  planted  as  late  as  July.  These  potted  field-grown  Roses  are  kept 
over  winter  by  us  in  a  deep  coldframe  without  heat. 

This  has  proven  to  us  as  the  ideal  if  not  the  only  method  for  successful 
spring  planting  of  Hybrid  Tea  Roses.  If  you  use  dormant  plants  in  the 
spring  they  must  be  planted  real  early  when  the  ground  is  not  always  in 
workable  condition,  while  potted  Roses  may  be  planted  any  time  during 
Spring  and  you  can  prepare  your  soil  properly.  These  potted  roses  go 
right  on  and  produce  flowers  earlier  than  dormant  stock  and  are  better 
established  by  the  end  of  the  growing  season.  Many  roses  are  grown  in 
California  and  Texas  and  kept  in  storage  over  winter.  These  plants  are 
pretty  well  dried  up  by  spi’ing  and  in  most  cases  are  not  worth  planting. 
All  our  Roses  are  Northern  grown.

Varieties  not  over  two  feet  tall  should  be  planted  12  inches  apart;  taller 
varieties,  half  their  ultimate  height.  You  will  find  the  height  of  every 
plant  stated  in  our  directions.  The  tall  plants  should  be  at  the  back  of  the 
border,  the  dwarf  edging  plants  in  the  front  and  those  of  medium  height 
tucked  in  between  the  two  extremes. 


Any  soil  will  do,  but  if  you  mix  in  some  fertilizer,  sheep  or  well  decayed 
stable  manure,  you  will  obtain  the  best  results.  In  dry  spells,  perennials 
should  be  watered  and  the  ground  stirred  around  them  occasionally.
